LONDON, Feb. .—England heard today

General Kitchener reports a fight between 


Smith-Dorrien and Louis Botha's troops near 
Ermelo, in which the Boer General Spruit 
was killed, General Randemeyer wounded, 
and two field cornets and twenty Boers 
killed. The British casualties were twenty- 
four killed and fifty-three wounded. 

The other engagement is reported 5

the fight at Tabaksberg Mountain on Jan. 31 
are received. Major Crewe with a composite 
column of 700 became engaged with about 
2,500 Boers under personal command of Gen- 
eral De Wet. Major Crewe lost a “ pom- 
vom gun and many men, the. casualties 
not being reported. 


Report of General Kitchener. 


General Lord Kitchener's dispatch says: 

PRETORIA, Feb. 9.—The columns work- 
ing eastward occupied Ermelo on Feb. 6 


with slight opposition. A large force of 


Boers, estimated at 7,000, under Louis Botha, 
retired eastward. About 800 wagons with 
families passed through Ermelo on the way 
to Amsterdam, and large quantities of stock 
are being driven east. 

“A peace delegate under sentence of death 
and other Boer prisoners were taken away 
by the Boers. All the reports show that 
the Boers are exceedingly bitter. Fifty 
Boers surrendered. |

Orewe's Loss at Tabaksberg. | 

The dispatch from East London ih Cape 
Colony says: 

Details have been received here of severe 
fighting at Tabaksberg Mountain, forty miles 
east of the rallway and about midway be- 
tween Small Deel and Bloemfontein Major 
Crewe, with a composite column traveling 
southwest, sighted the mountain on the 
morning of Jan, 31. He heard heavy firing 
and knowing that Colonel Pilcher’s column 
was on the other side of the mountain he 
concluded that this officer was in action. Con- 
sequently he hurried forward, only to meet 
Boers streaming down and evidently retir- 
ing from Colonel Pilcher’s lyddite shells. 

* Immediately Major Crewe brought three 
fifteen-pounders and a pompom to bear on 
the Boers, who, however, were found to be 
so numerous that it was impossible to head 
them. Orders were given to return to camp, 
about two miles from the mountain. The 
column rested until 4 in the afternoon, when 
the march was resumed southwest. | 

Walks into Boer Ambuscade. — 

„Major Crewe was just touching the 
southern point of the mountain when a ter- 
rific rifle fire opened from a large force of 


Boers, who were in ambuscade on the moun- 


tain. The fight soon became general. The 
Boers outnumbered the British five to one, 
and were attacking them on both flanks and 
the rear. The British ‘pompom’ . jammed 
and became useless. Major Crewe grasped 
the situation, and by a brilliant move got 
the convoy into a safe position. 

“Between 7 and 8 in the evening the 
Boers charged the position and turned both 
flanks. The British ammunition became ex- 
hausted and Major s Was obliged to 
retire and abandon the pompom after

Maybrick, the American woman whose case

The news that King Edward VII. “had 
granted the appeals made by those who have 
been stanch friends of this woman during her 


long trial and her term of penal servitude 


became noised about last night—too late, 
however, for the glad tidings to get much 
beyond her circle of friends. 

The greatest praise is heard upor all sides 
It 
is understood that in thus granting clemency 
to Mrs. Maybrick the King wishes to em- 
phasize the character of his regard for Amer- 
ica, and in the judgment of most Americans 
he could not better inaugurate his reign 
than with this striking example of mercy. 


Friends to Meet Mrs. Maybrick. 

Many of Mrs. Maybrick’s friends and ad- 
mirers will be at glesbury prison at the

Illinois two years ago, when a big defi- 
ciency, caused by the Spalding shortage, 
had to be met, and it shows an enormous in- 
erease over amounts 3 by rae: State in 
past years. 

From less than $9,000,000, sian sufficient 
ten years ago, when $800,000 was given to the 
World’s Fair, the increase has been gradual, 
but the present jump in the total will outdo 
all records and the expected relief on the 
taxpayers will prove an unfulfilled dream. 


Heavy Burden on Taxpayer. 


It was the impression that an effort would 
be made to reduce the levy this year by 
holding down expenses in every direction, 
but the estimates now submitted and which 
to all appearances will be approved means an 
unexampled raid on the State treasury and 
a tax that will prove a heavy burden on the 
property-owners of the State. : 

A recapitulation of the amounts asked in 
appropriation bills pending. before the Gen- 
eral Assembly, exclusive of those in the 
hands of the public printer and therefore 
inaccessible, shows that up to one week ago 
demands already were made on the State 
treasury for the ensuing two years of 54 
476. This amount does not include many big 
appropriations which must be made for the 
support of the State institutions.

National Guard Is Expensive. 


The Illinois National Guard got $1,027,- 
808.02 from the Forty-first General Assem- 
bly. A good part of this was paid back by 
the general government. It now wants @ 
deticiency appropriation of $128,000, and until 
this deficiency bill is put through and gotten 
out of the way no bill for the support of the 
guard will be offered.

GUNSAULUS’ VIEW OF VICTORIA. 


Declares She Adapted Herself to the 
Constitution and Ruled for Eng- 
land's Good. 


‘The Rev. F. W. Gunsaulus yesterday ad- 
dressed the students of the University of 
Chicago on Victoria,” eulogizing the Queen 
for her nobility of character and declaring 
that the prosperity of England and the peace 
of Europe was in a large measure due to her 
wisdom and ability. Special emphasis was 
laid upon the fact that Victoria's sovereignty 
was limited by constitutional provisions, and 
that her good sense was the more conspicu- 
ously shown by her ability to adapt herself to 
conditions.

Reductions Provided in Budget. 


The budget, as partly completed, provides 
for a reduction of $37,500 in the supply fund 
and a retrenchment of $157,079 in salaries, on 
a proposition for a month’s vacation for 
county employés, exclusive of the reduction 
in the co issioners’ salaries, which is being 
discussed with so much asperity. The budget 
proposes a cut of 10 per cent in the salaries 
of a number of officials drawing $3,000 or 
more, and a vacation of one month for em- 
ployés drawing more than $1,000 and less 
than $3,000. The salary of Henry L. Heriz, 
clerk of the Board of Review, will be lowered 
from $6,000 annually to $3,600, with a possible 
decrease of 10 per cent thereafter, Some of 
the commissioners do not favor 4 reduction 
in the salaries of the members of the Board 
of Review and the Board of Assessors, $0 
there may be further debate on this ques- 
tion. A straight reduction in the salartes of 
heads of departments and county institutions 
is provided, as it is deemed inadvisable to.

MAYOR TO RETURN THE KINZIE 
STREET MEASURE.

Tonight the Elimination of the 
Franklin Street Bridge Feature of 
the Ordinance to Make It Acceptable 
to the Railroad People—North Side 

Residents Oppose This, as They 
Want More Accommodations. 


Mayor Harrison will return the Kinzie street 
track elevation ordinance to the City Council 
tonight and probably will suggest that the 
reservation for a bridge at Franklin street be 
stricken out. With the reservation included 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad com- 
pany has refused to accept the ordinance, 
and for that reason the Mayor will recom- 
mend a compromise. 

A renewal of the fight on the ordinance 
probably will follow any attempt to strike 
out the amendment which provides for the 
bridge reservation. The amendment was of- 
fered when the fate of the ordinance was un- 
settled to quiet the North Side Aldermen, 
who want provision made for another ave- 
nue of communication between the business 
section and the North Side. The attempt to 
put the ordinance through without this pro- 
vision will provoke the opposition again, and 
with the North Side Aldermen “supporting 
the Twelfth Ward members, who fought the 
measure at the last meeting, its passage is 
not certain. 

River Interests Might Suffer. 

Supporters of the ordinance believe that 
the War department would not permit the 
construction of a bridge at Franklin street 
and that it is useless to jeopardize the track 
elevation interests by insisting on a point 
which is not likely to be granted by the 
federal authorities. It is claimed that river 
interests would suffer from the construction 
of a bridge so near the fork of the river. 

These considerations, however, have little 
weight with the North Side members, who 
believe that the bridge accommodations for 
their section of the city are insufficient. The 

ge of mandatory ordinances instead of 
contract ordinances is urged by Aldermen 
who profess not to care for the litigation 
| which such action would entail. | 
Has a Mandatory Ordinance. 

Alderman William Brennan has announced 
that he will introduce a mandatory ordinance 
tonight compelling the elevation of tracks 
specified by the Kinzie street ordinance. He 
affirms that Chicago has been acting under 
a wrong conception of its rights, and that 
the city should command the railroad com- 
panies to elevate their tracks in the manner 
specified by the city, and without concessions 
from the Council. John O'Neill, track ele- 
vation expert, maintained that the city has 
been more fortunate than others in its work 
of eliminating grade crossings, and that by 
its methods it has secured the improvements 
free for which other cities have expended 
millions of dollars. . 

The Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
track elevation ordinance also will come up 
as a special order of business. As there is 
a street vacation provided in the ordinance— 
that of Taylor street—the contest that was 
waged over the vacation of Rockwell street 
is expected to be repeated. | 

The ordinance providing for the extension 
of the Metropolitan Elevated railway from 
Fifty-second to Sixtieth avenues is expected 
to come up for passage. This ordinance gives 
the Metropolitan company permission to ex- 
tend its line on the surface one mile to Six- 
tieth avenue, where it will connect with the 
Chicago, Aurora and Wheaton rallway.

Members of the Chicago Woman's club are 
interested in the efforts of the Woman's Re- 
form league of Brooklyn to prohibit the 
traction companies of that city from col- 
lecting full fares unless seats are provided, 
but some doubt is expressed as to the suc- 
“cess of the movement. 

As was told in Tus SunpDaY Trisune, the 
Women's Reform league of Brooklyn has 
employed counsel to draft a bill whic). pro- 
vides that all passengers on elthef the sur- 
face or elevated lines of Brooklyn shall not 
be required to pay more than two cents fare 
unless seats are provided. If there are va- 
cant seats in the car when a passenger en- 
ters the fare shall be five cents whether. a 
seat is occupied or not. If there are no vacant 
seats when he enters and subsequently a 
seat becomes vacant the seats may be occu- 
pied upon the payment of the three cents 
additional fare. The proposed bill provides 
that it shall be operative every day in the 
year, and a fine of $100 is fixed for its vio- 


lation. * 
“It would a to me,” said an officer 
of the Chicago Woman's club, that the bill 


is tco complicated or rather the plan is im- 
practicable. There would be endless con- 
fusion and frequent disputes between the’ 
passengers and the conductors. Many pa- 
trons would attempt to ride for two cents 
by boarding crowded cars, and the con- 
ductors would a.tempt to force passengers 
to take seats when they were already 
crowded. Our club has never considered a 
similar question, and I doubt whether such 
a movement would be exactly in the line of 
our work. | 

Such a movement should originate in our 
City Council or with our business-men,” 
said Miss Clara L. Dixon. *' Of course we 
could. discuss the matter. We have consid- 
ered almost all public questions, but when 
it comes to partcipating actively in such a 
movement I think such work should be left 
to some organization more adapted for such

It is said that the forces of the asphalt 
combination will be in charge of Captain 
Malcolm Rafferty, formerly of the Seventy- 
first Regiment, who was at the battle of San 
Juan in Cuba. 

Samuel Holmes, the ship broker of New 
Tork, who resides at Elizabeth, declined to 
say whether or not he had recently provided 
any tugs for trips to South America as had 
deen reported. He said that he did not wish 
to discuss business except with customers, 
and that there was nothing surprising 22 
his leasing tugs, as he made a 
furnishing tugs every day. | 


Deal Said to Be Pending. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Feb. 10.—It is said that 
the New York and Bermudez company of 
Venezuela has been making negotiations here 
for the charter or purchase of three tugs, in- 
cluding the Three Friends, which figured 
conspicuously in alleged filibustering expedi- 
tions to Cuba prior to the Spanish war.

The cash 
was paid in British currency, with no allow- 
ance for premium on United States, as hither-

UNRELIABILITY OF FEMALE WITNESSES 
Judge Waterman in declining to accept 


Witel because of the inaccuracy of women 
witnesses has formulated a charge against 
the sex which will undoubtedly expose him 
to ite indignant criticism. The Judge says: 
„Though women are undoubtedly upon a 
higher moral plane than are men, they are 
not as reliable upon the witness stand. It 
geems that women are of a more imagina- 
tive nature than men, and, though it is ne 
doubt unintentional, they come to believe 
an true what they at first only imagined 
and maintain their belief in spite of all evi- 
dence against it.“ The Woman's club only 
the other day discussed the ethics of busi- 
ee men in a pessimistic way. It will now 
be interesting to know what it thinks of 
Judge Waterman's character’zation of the 
ethics of the feminine world. 
Té may be stated as a general rule that 
‘eral testimony has not the value of written 
testimony because of the difficulty witnesses 
experience in stating things correctly, es- 
specially when their prejudices are involved 
or the case ie personal to them. Accurate 
statement can only be expected from scien- 
tists, because accuracy is essential to their 
demonstrations. The tendency to exagger- 


really is, is almost universal, and while 
e men have this accomplishment in as 
degree of perfection as any woman, 
will be the testimony of court and 
press reporters that men, as a rule, are not 
exaggerative witnesses as women are. 
This does not mitigate against the moral- 
of the sex. Judge Waterman himself 
says “women are undoubtedly upon a 
higher moral plane than men.” It might be 
urged that occupying a higher moral plane 
than men they should be more truthful 
than men. But feminine untruthfulness, or, 
to speak more correctly, inaccuracy of 
statement, does not involve any ethical con- 
siderations, It is purely an affair of the 
imagination. Women have more of a cer- 
tain kind of imagination than men. It is 
mot the highest kind, for no woman has 
ever shown the imagination of Shakspeare, 
Dante, Milton, or any of the great poets; 
but in everyday affairs, such as age, price 
of goods, bargains, p, children, serv- 
ants, and the thousand and one events that 
enter tato domestic life, she is much more 
imaginative than man, and often in her 
imaginative flights she plays havoc with the 
steadiness of dates and figures. There is 
mo question of morality in this. She be- 
lieves implicitiy what she says, and, though 
“her belief may have no ground to rest upon, 
no amount of opposing evidence can disturb 
it. It is sufficient that she believes it, but, 
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her cause is ‘right, hence any statement is 
right however much it may jar the facts. 
If all women were like Mr, Barrie’s Grizel 
in the fierce demand for truthfulness of 
statement the case might ‘be different. 
Alas! they are not. 8 


‘TO STOP’ HAZING BY LAW. 

The Congressional committee that inves- 
tigated the hazing evil at the West Point 
Military Academy has made an intelligent 
and exhaustive report revealing the vicious 
extent to which the practice had grown. 
While it failed to find conclusive evidence 
that the death of Cadets Booz and Breth | 
was caused by the hazing to which they 
were subjected, it found abundant proofs 
of harmful brutality. The whole code of 
unwritten laws governing the relations of 
the upper class men to the fourth class men, 
as revealed by the report, is vicious in its 
tendencies and tyrannous in its results. It 
culminated in a disgraceful.system of fight- |’ 
ing which would be held felonious in some 
States and be condemned’ everywhere as 
shamefully unfair, A stringent bill prohib- 
iting hazing in the academy has been drawh 
up and should be enacted, by Congress, 
This law, supplemented by the pledge of the 
cadets to abstain from hazing in all its 
forms, can searcely fail to inangurate a 
new and better era in the military academy. 

The report shows that the upper class men 
have resorted to miore than a hundred ways 
of harassing and annoying new cadets, rang- 
ing from social contempt to pounding the 
victim into insensibility in A compulsory 
“fight to a finish.” Apparently the whole 
system has been a slow but increasingly 
vicious growth, springing originally from 
the idea of the under class man’s sub- 
serviency as seen in the English custom of 
“ fagging.” ‘While the danger to the health 
or life of the victim was probably slight, the 
effect upon the character of the young men 
was of the wrong kind. One of the worst 
features of the West Point code was its 
fundamental premise that no friendships 
should be formed between upper class men 
and their juniors. There was,no social inter- 
course between the two, and none was al- 
lowed. The younger cadet: had no right to 
speak socially to his senior, or even to look 
squarely at him. Failure to drop his eyes in 
the presence of a senior was a punishable 
offense. The younger cadet was regarded 
asin every way the inferior of the man who 
happened to enter the academy a year or 
two earlier. He-was made to do menial 
work, and could be hazed te the point of ex- 
haustion at the elder’s pleasure. 

This forcible maintenance of a social gulf 
between the classes could scarcely fail to 
leave evil effects. It worked directly 
against unity and esprit de corps. It may 
account for some of the bickering and jeal- 
ousy so frequently seen among officers of 
the regular army.

CHICAGO HIGH SCHOOLS CONDEMNED. 

There may be occupations for which the 
Chicago high schools fitly prepare their | 
graduates, but work in a store is not one of 
them. This is the conclusion which must 
be drawn from the remarks made at the 
Merchants’ club dinner last Saturday by 
representatives of two great mercantile 


high schoole do not give them the material 
out of which to make good business-men. 


the grammar schools to get the suitable raw 
material; another says it is necessary to go 
to the country high schools. 

The local high schools are not censured 
because their pupils do not get a special 
business education, such as a commercial. 
college gives, but because these pupils do 
not have that degree of education which 
every person should have on entering a 
business college. It is said of the high 
school graduates that their penmanship is 
bad; that they make mistakes in simple 
arithnietical calculations, and that they do 
not know the boundaries of their own State. 

This is not the first time that attention 
has been called to this unpleasant weakness 
of the system of education which isin vogue 
in the Chicago public schools. Owing to the 
craving to teach the pupils a little of every- 
thing they are taught nothing thoroughly. 
They are deficient in essentials, such as 
spelling, writing, arithmetic, and geogra- 
phy, for they have been compelled to fritter 
away much time on other studies only to 
forget speedily the little they have learned. 

The general criticism to which the educa- 
tional methods in use in this city have been 
| subjected has not the force of the specific 
criticism of the two Chicago business-men 
who addressed the Merchants’ club. They 
say that the training boys get in the local 
high schools does not qualify them for busi- 
ness life, a life which offers more opportu- 
nities to intelligence and ambition than all 
the overcrowded “ professions” do. 

There is room for reformation—there is 
urgent need of it—when this is the unsatis- 
factory outcome of the yearly expenditure 
of millions on the public schools of this eity. 
A Chicago firm which would rather employ 
the graduates of Chicago schools has to 
send its recruiting agente out in the country 
to get there the bright, well-schooled young 
fellows it cannot get in this city. This is a 
compliment to the country high schools and 
their pupils. It is the severest kind of con- 
demnation of the Ohicago schools as now 
managed. 


| SNOWBOUND.” 

A large portion of the country is 
buried under seventeen inches 
the level, with innumerable drifts three or 
four feet deep by way of emphasis. Not 
for more than six years has there been so 
much snow on the ground at one time. 

To the farmer this heavy carpet of snow 
is an almost unmixed blessing. It keeps 
the ground from freezing and protects the 
winter wheat. When the snow melts it wil! 
soak into the unfrozen earth and the farm- 
er will de ablé to do his plowing and seeding 
in good season. To the thousands of men 
who have been working for weeks in the 
big woods to the North it brings an oppor- 
tunity to haul their logs to the nearest river 
down which they may go after the ice breaks | 
up in the spring to the hungry sawmills. 

Only to the city man is a big snow-storm 
an almost unmitigated nuisance. It puts 
him to expense for labor. It delays trans- 
portation within and without the city limits. 
It blocks his sidewalks, weighs down his 
multitudinous roofs, makes walking uncom- 
fortable, and brings in its wake weeks of 
slush and slime on city pavements. If the 
rain which falls alike on the just and the 
unjust could be made to discriminate be- 
tween town and country when it comes 
down in the shape of snow, all parties con- 
cerned would be better served. Perhaps it 
may not be beyond the astonishing ingenuity 
of some of the statesmen now in session at 
Springfield. to arrange for the passage of 
a bill forbidding snow-storms in cities of 
over 20,000 inhabitants under heavy pena!-

Meanwhile, the snow is here and is ex- 
pected to remain for some weeks. The wise 
man will do his best to appreciate its pleas- 
ures and will dwell as little tas possible 
on the discomforts which attend it. 


ALL EXECUTIONS AT JOLIET. 

Representative Sullivan has introduced a 
bill at Springfield that substitutes ¢lectrocu- 
tion for hanging as the death penalty in 
Illinois. It also provides that all executions 
chall take place in the penitentiary at Joliet. 
The latter provision is a good one. It would 
be better if all death sentences were ex- 
ecuted in the one place designated, with the 
present degree of privacy strictly main- 
tained. Hangings in the rural districts of 
the State are sometimes attended with thore 


publicity than is desirable, and are executed.

The advantage from the other feature of 
Mr. Sullivan’s bill is not apparent. It is 
hard to see how anything will be gained 
by substituting the electric chair for the 
gallows. The experience of New York has 
not shown that fear of electrocution has any 
more deterrent effect on crime than the fear 
of hanging. When a man is plotting to 
commit a murder he does not stop to con- 
eider the form of punishment that may 
overtake him. The only thing that can 
deter him is the knowledge that the punish- 


ment will be swift and sure, and even that 


is not always effective. More summary 
action by the courts, however, would ac- 


complish more to prevent crime than any | 
change in the form of punishment. . 


It is claimed. by some that electrocution 
is more humane than hanging and “ more 
in conformity with the times.” Such a dis- 
tinction seems to be largely imaginary. So 
far as can be Known, death by hanging is as 
sudden and as nearly painless as death by 
the electric current. If one method is as 
humane as the other, it is not clear how the 
adoption of electrocution would be any con- 
cession to the ideas of the times. So long 
as the death penalty continues to be neces- 
sary for the protection of society, hanging 
seems to be as effective a method as any 
yet discovered. |

PROTECT SURPLUS PRODUCTS. 

The Home Market club of Boston, an or- 
ganization which believes in  prohibitory 
protection and the utter elimination of for- 
eign competition, recently adopted resolu- 
tions disapproving of the reciprocity treaties 
now before the Senate, and especially of the 
one with France. The club alleges that 
these treaties “ are based upon thé principle 
of free trade, and will introduce a damag- 
ing if not ruinous competition.” |

were negotiated under the Dingley tariff 
act. If they are based upon “ the principle 
of free trade,” then the tariff act must be 
based upon that principle.

The complaint most often made 
concerning it is that it is ultra-protective. 
Mr. Kasson kindly suggests that whoever 
drafted’ the club's resolutions must have 
confused the principle of protection with 
that of prohibition, which latter is not an

The framers of the Dingley law made 
some duties higher than they otherwise 
would have been in order that the govern- 
ment might be enabled to make harmless 
concessions to foreign nations ip exchange 
for valuable reductions in théir unfriendly 
tariffs. The French tariff is so unfriendly 
that of a value of $117,000,000 of foreign 
manufactured articles imported into that 
country the United States entered less than 
$4,000,000. Tus ratification of the treaty 
now before the Senate will swell by over 
$20,000,000 the volume of American, ex- 
ports to France. | 
Mr. Kasson makes a strong point when he 
says “ protection for the vastly increasing 
exports of our surplus has become a part of 
the protection of the home market.” The 
day is past when the United States had only 
agricultural surpluses to export. It has 
surpluses of manufactured goods valued 
last year at $441,000,000. If hostile tariffs, 
provoked by the undue severity of American 
tariffs, interfere seriously with the market- 
ing of the surplus products of the manufac- 
turers, and also of the farmers, both inter 
ests will suffer. | 

The true commercial policy of the United 
States is a policy which shall facilitate the 
marketing of its surplus products of all 
kinds, even though some trifling interests 


may have to be deprived of a part of the 


excessive protection they enjoy now. Is it 
wise to foster a few manufacturers of cheap 
jewelry when the effect is to check exports 


of grain, provisions, and iron and steel 


products? 
QUEEN VICTORIA’s CULTURE. 


Among the innumerable biographical 
sketches of the late Queen Victoria and 


the tributes to her memory it is somewhat 
remarkable that the London Atheneum 


alone refers to her culture, in which she 
was well nigh exceptional among English 
sovereigns. The world knows now all 
about her domestic life and her career as 
Queen, but it knows little about her scholar- 
ly characteristics, | 
While the late Queen was not in any sense 
a woman of genius, her tastes were scholar- 
ly and her encouragement of everything per- 
ng to literature and art was constant 
and discriminating. The London Athene 
um says of her: “ Never was the Queen 
more sensible, more gracious, more human 
than in her intercourse with the greAt men 
of her time marked out by intellect.” She 


was the first English monarch since James 


I. to write books, her “Leaves from the 
Journal of Our Life in the Highlands ” hav- 
ing appeared in 1868, and More Leaves 
in 1884. The two volumes are pleasant 


reading, but in one sense disappointing, as 


they do not reflect the Queen’s own opinions 
or predilections.

Numerous seamstresses, whom the tallors 
are urging to strike en masse, in order to 
prevent the employers from setting them to 
do the work of the mien, were present. 

The speakers, among them Louise Michel, 
urged the men to hold but, on the ground that 
the busy spring season was about to begin 
and the employers would be compelled to 
yield. One orator, in the course of a violent 
speech, suggested burning the workshops of 
recalcitrant firms with petroleum, but this 
proposal met with a cold reception. 3

Queen Alexandra will be crowned on the 
same occasion as her husband, but with this 
difference: whereas he is crowned by the will 
of the people, she is crowned by his sole in- 
junction. His will alone determines the mat- 
ter, and it was thanks to this prerogative of 
the sovereign that King George IV. was en- 
abled to prevent his consort, Queen Caroline, 
from being crowned, or from even crossing 
the threshold of Westminster Abbey while 
his coronation was in progress there. 


An interesting piece of news reaches me 
from Vienna. It is to the effect that ex- 
Crown Princess Stephanie, now the wife of 
the Hungarian Count Lonyay, is looking for- 
ward to becoming ere long once more a 
mother, and that the interesting event 
is expected to take place in April at the Hun- 
garian chateau of Bodrogolazzi. Although 
the ex-Crown Princess’ daughter, Arch- 
duchess Elizabeth, is already grown up and 
a débutante in her second season, yet Ste- 
phanie is still quite a young woman, ‘being 
only in her 36th year, and there is no reason 
why she should not have a large family of

A prerogative enjoyed by the City of Lon- 


don since the reign of King Richard I. has 


been that of delegating eight. of the leading 
citizens to attend the coronation banquet in 
the capacity of butlers to the sovereign, and 
there is no doubt but what this prerogative 
will de claimed and conceded on the occasion 
of the coronation of King Edward VII. 

Now that the will of Sam Lewis has 
been published, with its near $5,000,000 of 
bequests to various charities, it may be well 
to call attention to the extraordinary 
eulogistic notices that have been appear- 
ing about the man ever since his death.

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RAPIDS TO FURNISH POWER. 


Will Utilize Drop,in — 
Bi River. 


Keokuk, Ta., Feb. |The 
ect for utilizing the Des Moines rapids of the 


direct motive power to Keokuk, Hamilton, III., 
and several other towns in Illinois, Iowa, 
and Missouri within a radius of forty miles 
of the falls has assumed tangible form. The 
company, organized two years ago, known 
es the Keokuk and Hamilton Water Power 


company. and composed of seven citizens of 


Keokuk and Hamilton, has just succeeded in 
secufing from the Iowa Legislature a fran- 
chise, and will now enter into negotiations 
with capitalists and engineers with the idea 
of having the enterprise financed and the en- 
gineering details worked out. 

The company securing the franchise was 
not organized for the purpose of making 
money itself—it is incorporated, but without 
any capital stock—but first to obtain a fran- 
chise and then draw to the attention of capi- 
talists and engineers the opportunity béfore 
them. The first important step having been 
gained, they are ready to carry out the sec- 
ond with, they believe, every chance for suc- 


cess. 

The Des Moines rapids extend from 
Montrose to Keokuk, Ia., and from Nauvoo 
to Hamilton, III., a distance of twelve miles. 
The total tail at low water is twenty-three 
feet and at high water rk sixteen feet. 
The bed of the river is a hard limestorie rock 
in strata nearly -horizontal, and there is 
little or no bottom land on either side of 
the stream; in fact, the river passes through 
a gorge in the limestone bluffs. The gov- 
ernment canal borders the west bank, and 
has three lifts that aggregate about eighteen 
feet at low water in the seven and one-haif 
miles covered by the canal. The low water 
discharge at Keokuk is about 20,000 cubic 
feet a second, and at high water it is esti- 
mated at not less than | 000 cubic feet a 
second. 

The outer bank ot the canalwhich ‘cost 
the government $5,000,000—is composed of 
earth deposited and heavily protected with 
rip-rap rock on the river side, while 
inner bank is a uniform stone slope wal 
This embankment, it is claimed by the pro- 
jectors, is sufficiently heavy to maintain 
buildings and machinery for the development 
of. power, taking the water from the canal 
and discharging it dir y into the river. 
Many plans have been suggested from time 
to time for the development of this power— 
one-involving the building of a canal on the 
Illinois side—but the company owning the 
franchise will léave the problem entirely 
in the hands of hydraulic experts. 

The Keokuk and Hamilton Water Power 
company stands ready to transfer to parties 
possessing the skill and capital every right 
and privilege the company may enjoy, in- 
cluding franchises, and promises codperation 
in securing from Congress such legislation, 
rights, and privileges as will be necessary 
in carrying out the . 

The city which will be most benefited will 
be Keokuk, for the reason that it is the 
largest place near the falls, but the Towns of 
Hamilton; Warsaw, Carthage, Nauvoo, La 
Harpe, and Quincy in Illinois, Fort Madison 
and Burlington in Iowa, and Canton and 
Kahoka in Missouri are all within a radius of 
forty miles and within the range of transmis- 
sion of power by electricity. The total popu- 
lation of these towns is about 100,000. 

The hope of the projectors is that besides 
supplying all of these thriving towns with 
electrical power for lighting and manufac- 
turing purposes manufacturers will be in- 
duced to construct factories and mills near 
the falls and utilize the water direct for mov- 


ing machinery.

Heme.

These homes. have never at any time been 
of sufficient capacity to accommodate the 
disabled soldiers who are entitled under the 
law to admission into them and many have 
been turned away in $ensequence. The 
southern branch at Danville is so over- 
crowded that thirty-eight inmates are, re- 
ported as sleeping on the floors. 

One of the principal reasons assigned for 
the location of the new branch solders’ 
home at Johnson City was that it would 
afford a home to that vast army of patriotic 
citizens from twelve Southern States who 
joined the union army. 

The new home to be erected in east Ten- 
nessee will differ from those already in exist- 
ance, as it will admit not only the soldiers 
of the civil war but those who served during 
the Mexican war and also those who en- 
listed in the Spanish war and the provisional
